The Luxtui'uurg Question. 
By tho telegraph wo huvo ono day's 
later intolligeneo from Europe. It 
would appeur that tho question 
•whethor Franco shall be suilorod to 
buy the Dneuy of .Luxemburg and en- 
joy tho purcuano in peace, is to be 
submitted to too Couior'jnce Unit will 
nhortly bo Bummonod to meet in Jjon- 
don. Tho iortifioaviona oi Luxemburg 
are in tho meantime to bo dismantled, 
and the decision of tbo (Jonlerenoo will 
be binding on all tbo powers partieH 
pating. Tllo olloot of tho Conference 
■will bo to hand tho Ducby over to 
Franco. Prussia does not wish to 
fight. She bas got bor lately acquired 
and not balLcontontod Provinces to 
•l.ranquilizo before sho will be prepared 
for another war, and she feels that 
she is bo cordially hated by Austria 
and Denmark that suo can never 
look for an ally tbere, while Napoleon 
has secured tho neutrality, at least, of 
Italy by withdrawing tho Prtnch 
garrison from Pome. Prussia has 
guaranteed tho intogrky of Germany ; 
but the Conferenco will absolve her 
irom that guarantee; and sho 
■will bo enabled to recede from 
her position with somo dogreo 
of honor. Tho Pionch nation, 
which, it oannot bo denied, is becom- 
ing impatient at tho'reeent failures t-f 
Napoleon, will bo quiotod by thu ao 
quisition of tho Duchy, and by thu 
reflection that their limits have beon 
extended nearer tho " natural bound* 
ary of Franco " — tho Rhino. A 
general European war will thub bo 
avoided, and all sides will be sutisueil, 
the K.ing of Eolland ospeciull}-, who 
mill fob a bandsomo sum of money 
for his share of tho disputed territory. 

" Blowiujr Hot and Cold." 

The News oi yestorday is as savage 
as a meat axo and twice as sharp in 
its onslaught upon tho Colonist, which 
it accuses of inconsistency because the 
Islander (a paper published in this 
office) has spoken against annexation, 
while tho Colonist — according to tho 
News — has declared in favor of it. 
Now, supposo wo were to retaliate by 
quoting irom the British Columbian 
one of its abusive and denunciatory 
articles against Victoria — published 
while the ostensible proprietor of the News 
teas half owner of that establishment— and 
were to contrast its tone with tho tone 
of tbe articles that appear in ihe News, 
should wo not have much greater 
reason ior accusing tho editor of tho 
latter papor of " blowiug hot and cold" 
lor the purposo of ginning u liveli- 
hood than ho has of accusing us of 
being inconsistent ? From files of tho 
Columbian in our possession wo might 
show that during tho year and iclialt 
that tho editor of tho JSews was pro- 
prietor of tho Columbian, that paper 
disregarded every consideration ol 
respootubiliiy, honor and truthfulness 
in dealing with Victoria and its inter- 
ests. Wo might show that tho Paris 
Letter was ondorscd as tho production 
of a great and good niun ; and that 
Governor Seymour was bespattered 
■with fulsome praise by tho identical 
hand that has sinco found it to his in- 
terest to abuse tho same Governor in 
a manner that has been correctly 
termed " brutal," and in terniB thut 
have called forth the unanimous con* 
demnationof every right-thinking man. 
We might show that only since tho 
editor of the News rotirod from tho 
Columbian ban that paper assumed a 
more rospectablo tone, aud appeared 
disposed to do justice to a community 
which, during tho timo of tho News- 
man's connection with it, it was in 
the habit ot cruelly and wantonly mis- 
representing. And, dually, wo might 
show that tho very type on which the 
News is printed is the property oi 
citizens of New Westminster, obtained 
from thorn with the express under- 
standing that tbo editor of the News 
■was to como to Victoria to regulate 
Victoria politics and to " reform the 
Colonist I" Bui wo forbear, for tho 
reason that we have no dosiro to ac- 
cuse our contemporary of either moral 
or " political dishonesty." His past rt ■ 
eord sparos us the trouble. Tho charge 
against tho Colonist of being annoxr 
ationistin its sentiments to-day, while 
six months ago it denounced as 
" traitors" men who wore endeavoring 
to baud tho Colony over to tho Ameri- 
cana by "constitutional" means, is 
both untruthful and ridiculous, be- 
cause, in tho first piano, thu Colonist 
has not oxprosscd itself in favor oi 
annexation; and, in tho second plaoo, 
beoauso wo are not acquainto I with 
any "constitutional" course that can 
be adoptod to cfl'oct that ond. Wo 
■imply asked, " Is Annexation the 
only Panacea" for our ills? and m dis- 
cussing tho question represented tho 
state of popular fooling on tho suh- 
jeot, — tbo hopolossiiosB of struggling 
any longer undor tho burthen of a 
Government which tho oditor of tho 



News baa been instrumental (through 
the Columbian) :n foisting upon ub; 
and finally pointed out that imme- 
diate Confederation, a cheap form of 
Government, and tbo guarantee of a 
loan for tho construction of a railway 
from tho Pacifio to tho Atlantic 
through British tcrritory,wore tho three 
things that would prosorvo tho loy- 
alty ol the people, and provont thorn 
sinking into a state of poverty, of 
which, from all accounts, tho moral 
"reformor" ot tho Neivs— notwith- 
standing tho olastioity of a conscionco 
that will stretch from Now Westmin- 
ster to Victoria, and enablo its owner 
to cross from one side of tho gull* to 
another at a moment's notice from any 
"five.dollar-a-7nonih-subscriber" — fur- 
nishoB a capital illustration.

Messrs Editors:— The first of May has 
aver boeti regarded by us ot Victoria as thu 
especial day that ushers in tho spring, anil 
consequently there has always been evinced 
on the part of the citizens a disposition to 
make tbo joyousn. ss of Nature Bpontatieous 
by cbecrful and lively acquiescence in the 
general exhilirat'on. Oil all preceding oc- 
casions, in addition to numerous impromptu 
diversions, our Fire brigade have turned 
out and received the encomiums of those in 
authority for their admirable and eflicieiit 
itppoaraiico : we used then to /col that we 
were somebody — that we had a Government 
and a Governor to recognize us and bo re- 
cognized. Who aro we now? It is said 
that the Representative of Royally is amongst 
us, for that positive intelligence has been coiif- 
inuuieuted that he came to us some few days 
since, not exactly by the Forward, but by 
the backward of McNeil's Point to Govern- 
ment Houso.

Letter from Lilloont, 

Messrs Editors :— VVc have had great 
reason, we think, to be gratified by the suc- 
cess of our late meeting at Lillooet — a meet- 
ing which we hope is but Ihe forerunner of 
many others, 

ft ia almost always a healthy and refreshing 
sign — ve mean in a political Benso — to see a 
number of respectable men, peaceably assem- 
bled, for the purposo of discussing principles 
seriously affecting their interests and libera 
lies. 

And this ia as it should be, for rightly 
understood, it is as beneficial and instructive 
to those who are in power bb it is productive 
ol good to those who are out ol power, and 
it is wise in practice to remember thut the 
liberty which mankind enjoy to-day is the 
result of much bigotry, oppression and 
suffering on the ono hand, and truth, human- 
ity and wisdom on the other — to the human- 
ity of '< Hampden " und the wisdom ol 
" Cromwell " — to tho lofty and animated 
eloquence of " Miltou " — is to bo attributed 
much of the liberty which we inherit. To 
presume this liberty unsullied, is a duty 
w: ich we owe to ourselves, nay more : it is 
u sacred duty which wj owe to the immortal 
memory ot those celebrated men who fought 
so hard to win it. 

ft is at meetings such as these that the 
great principles of toleration and civil freedom 
are best preserved, for they spread in propor 
lion as they aro better understood ; yet there 
aro bigots who, prompted by a dastard 
malevolence, will tell you that tho people of 
this Colony are not sufficiently well informed, 
that they lack certain qualifications lor 
political power, and that in consequence, 
they aro justly inhibited from equal partici- 
pation ol political privileges, and all this In 
spito of the clearest evidence to the contrary. 
We think that tho diilieulty of proving that 
tho people lack these qualifications, would be 
equalled by the impossibility of their de- 
tractors proving that they possess them. Bud 
principles are not always tho safest because 
they are moan. 

Wo agree with that great orator nnd 
statesman, Edmund Burke, that great prin- 
ciples and little minds go ill together," ft 
wits said long ugo, by high authority, " thut 
no alone deserves the name of a great states- 
man whoso principle it ia to extend the 
power ol tho peoplo in proportion to the 
extent of their knowledge, and to give them 
every facility lor obtaining such u degree of 
knowledge us may lender it Bale to trust them 
with ubsoluto powrr." 

That is the best lorm of Colonial Govern- 
ment which reflects an express image of the 
opinions and feelings ol u well-informed 
community, in whoso hands is placed thu 
supreme power of the Government. Ah a 
general rule, no Legislative Council can re- 
main long popular which exi?ts independ- 
ently of the people, and the cause of thin is 
eusi ly ussiguablo, it has liitlo or nothing in 
common with the people; defects in [is con- 
stitution are easily i.oticed nnd vigorously 
attached. On tho other hand, a Legislative 
Council which depends for its existence 
upon the favor of the p-ople, will do all in 
its power lo conciliate that favor; irregu- 
larities in the construction aroBeldom noticed, 
for the peoplo have a largo share in the 
building, aud are interested in dolending it ; 
lUoh u Legislative Council would not be in- 
fnlliblo, but it would bo satisfactory and 
useful. 

Now, if thero is any form ol Government 
less useful and more pernicious than another; 
if there is any form of Government which I 
excites more unmixed contempt than another, J 



it ia the form of Government which has 
existed in this Colony (or Ihe pas! live or six 
year?; it approaches nearer to the for in of n 
pure Oligarchy than any system ol govern- 
ment wh eh has existed where the English 
lauguuge is spoken lor tho past lorly years. 
Forty yours ago tho people of Canada, tired 
out by oppression and terrible mismanage- 
ment, protested against a Government similar 
:o ours, and turned both Governor end 
Councillors out of their country. Wo live in 
better times, riuch extreme measures are 
not necessary hero ; bad Governments are 
differently disposed of now; it is by agitation, 
by petition, by determined and united op- 
position, that tho interests and tho majesty ol 
the people is best preserved and attained. 

It is always unsafe, and not infrequently 
perilous, lb.- rulers to contemn tho opinions 
and tho good intentions ol tho people, for the 
dignity and the safely of Ihe Government 
depeuds upon the opinion und the good in- 
tention ol the people lor its preservation. 
Without Ihe peoplo tho Government is 
nothing, it is an edifice erected lor the peo- 
ple, an edifice defective, doubtless, but when 
properly administered, useiul and indis- 
pensable 

We wish to be understood as not casting 
any imputation on the character ol any 
honorable member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil. Wc allude tu it merely us theifoveru- 
inont, hut it is difficult to write seriously 
and without severity of the notion of thai 
Council, a Com oil altogether unfit lot Ihe 
purposes required of it, a Council noticeable 
mainly lor its unexampled impudence and 
full lily. 

01 ihe twenty-two Councillors, fifteen hold 
places undiir the Government at pleasure 
whoso votes are influenced by the hopes and 
(enrs ol their superiors, and who divide 
among themselves yearly upwards t.f a 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Seven Inn died and one Ihousu d dollars 
a-.year and a tupplemeutary bill to lollow, 
for the maintenance of a Government whoso 
Executive has thu power of refusing the 
popular members a place in its deliberations. 
A tearful price to pay for an establishment 
which every impartial man must acknow- 
ledge to be terribly defective ; this, when 
coupled with free nod untrammoled legisla- 
tion, is laughably incongruous, and sounds 
like a contradiction in terms. 

ft is much easier to tear a coat to pieces, 
than to make one— demolition is B very easy 
and not imfr* qucntly a very ignoble task, 
but it is sometimes necessary to pull down in 
order to preserve — when demolition nnd 
improvement are necessary to guard against 
eminent peril, tho eooner it is done the 
belter. 

We do not impale to Ihe Executivo any 
wanton or intentional injustice; wo believe 
him to be an honorable gentleman. iint he 
who confounding local irritation with wid.s 
spread discontent, should omit, as too trivial 
f'jr serious consideration, the deliberate sen?e 
of the people, will commit a grave mistake, 
and a mistake of this degree is not very 
easily remedied, as it is very likely to be the 
patent of oilier mistakes, equally dangerous 
and in this reg.rd the current turn uwiy- 
and lose the name of action.

During Ihe winter they 
stayed out trapping, bat had poor success 
They intend to keep on working, having full 
confidence in finally succeeding. 



left the fort on iho 25th of Februury, and 
with dog-sleds made thirty miles a day. 
Rolling down tho north lork of thn Columbia 
river wentrived at Wilson's Landing on iho 
J hi ol April and at French Creek on the 4th 
The report nooaludea us lollows : 

Big; Ilcwd. 
On French Creek we found Ihe weather 
spring-lib o, and the snow melting rapidly. 
Thu one hundred or so miners who hud 
spent i he winter in the diggings wers just 
commencing active operations, In many 
instances sliults had been sunk during the 
winter with satisfactory results, ami the 
miners appeared lo he satisfied and confident 
ol the richness of Ibelr ground. On McCul- 
loch's C'roek, which I also visited, I lound 
25 men, all bustling for spring operations. In 
tho Dart claim a shaft was sunk dnriog the 
winter to a depth of 40 leet, and S2G0 worth 
of boautilul coarse gold taken Irom ihe 
bottom. On the 7th a party of lour men 
started out lor Gold creek, 25 miles to Ihe 
sonih. One of tho party had jus* returned 
und reported the discovery of live dollar 
diggings. 

Leaving French Creek on the 9th, we 
crossed to Seymour on snowshoes, nnd found 
travelling difficult Iho snow being soil. Met 
eight moo on ihe way over to the Columbia 
Uiv-r. Found everything us flat as a 1 slap- 
jack' at Seymour. Came in a canoe to Kam- 
loops, tho lake being open with tho excep- 
tion of a short portage, At Kam loops the 
winter hud beon very severe and many caille 
had perished. Mol 30 or 4.U inward bound 
in Dtrs between Kam loops and .Seymour. 
Travelled down Irom Kam loops to ir'uvaua's 
Ferry on ihe ire.il. Nothing ol iuterest by 
the way.

Tiie conimlltro nro lni|i|iy to report tbat, 
notwithstanding tho depressed circumstances 
ul tlio times, they huve continued to extend 
tin 1 benelils of Hie Institution to tliu sick aud 
afflicted. Since the Inst Report nine patients 
tiuve been Admitted ; one 1ms died, und eight 
iiuve Lu en dischurged coDValescent. 

In onler, however, to enable lliera to do 
ibis, tbey lilive been corppelled lo reduce the 
nllownnces to their efficient nurse und matron, 
Mrs. l'"ord, during tho periods when there are 
no patients in the Ioiirtniiry. 

It will uppeur from the Treasurer's report 
ili.. i the total contributions huve amounted to 
$1320, while the total expenditure on bobull 
u( tho patients bus fallen short ol $1050. It is 
out ious, therefore, tbat, but lor the debt which 
presses upon the institution, there would have 
been a considerable balance to lis credit. The 
committee view ibis ns on encouragement lo 
persevere in Ibis benevolent work, 

To griird the institution against needless 
expenditure, paying patients bavo been re- 
quired tu initlte some payment in advance , ns 
this duly is sometimes forgotten niter tbo 
benelils have been enjoyed, it is pleasing, 
however, to notice moru Ihito one case in 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation of 
ibe blessiugs they buve received, by becoming 
liberal contributors to the funds. 

A seri. s ol lectures and concerts, under the 
auspices of tho Bishop and Mrs. Hills, bus 
netted upwards ol £230 towards the liquida- 
tion ol Ibe debt and of the interest thereon, 
whicb now utnounts to S772 ; but it is hoped 
that the vole ot $'2fiu made soino lime iii;o by 
the House of . tseinbly will be paid by the 
Government and assist to relieve the Institu- 
tion ul this bur. leu. 

Mrs. Seymour has kindly consented to bcr 
come a Patroness of ibe Infirmary, 

lu conclusion the committee would thank 
llie subscribers and donors lor their benevo- 
lent libeiality; and ben: tbey would not full to 
mention the great obligation which the sub- 
scribers, patieuts, and managers, are under to 
the careful attention ol ibe medical gentlemen 
wbo have given their valuable- and gratuitous 
services to the charity. They would express 
tbeir linn belief that un institution which ex- 
tends iiH benefits to all, without tespect to 
nationality or denomination, will not be sul- 
fertd to lungtiish fur want of funds. Tbey 
would slill appeal to the women of this colony 
not to look coldly on a woik which is si cal- 
culated to conduce to tbo comfort and eleva- 
tion ol their Bex. Tho mnunger8 may some- 
limes feel n dilliciiliy in drawing a line as lo 
the cuses which deserve admission, but tbey 
believe Hint the subscribers will fully bear 
them oui in the view that, while they should 
guard the Institution against being made the 
sinning point for a fresh career in vice, they 
should never nu n away a poor perishing out-, 
east, by whatever causes her affliction may 
havo been produced.
